According to his observa- 
tions there never were better prospects for 
a bountiful harvest in any country under 
the sun than are presented at this very 
hour in this section. All kinds of ^cereals 
and garden-^ruck are greatly advanced. 
The wheat is growing so rapidly as 
render the stalks as tender as wax, bul 
under a few days of sunshine they will 
toughen and shoot out great heads. It i 
calculated that #t least all the February 
sown wheat has gained sjueh headway 
that it could ripen and yield .twenty-five 
bushels to the acre without another drop 
of ram. It is deeply rooted and profusely 
stooled, shading the ground thoroughly, 
and the ground being completely soaked 
the moistun will be retained for weeks, 
thus enablrnj; the heads to fill and ripen 
before injury could come from a drought 
even if such a thing was probable.
